The prior art of record includes teachings of pattern recognition [6,243,615, 
6,466,929]; adaptive pattern recognition [5,060,279]; predictive models [5,491,629]; and 
in more particular the use, determination, and modification of metadata in models 
[5.606,499, 5,918,232, 6,026,359, 6,393,387, 6,836,777]. 

However, the claims include the specific term confounder, defined in the 
specification at page 1 line 25 to page 2, line 1 : 

"Confounders are factors whose significance has been overiooked by the data 
analyst, but nevertheless influence the outcome of interest." 

Adaptive factors and/or attributes that predict outcomes in models correspond 
generally to this temri, but in the claims it is applied in a context in which it is specified 
and/or determined whether or not metadata specifying an influencing attribute of the 
model is a confounder for a particular outcome. 

This combination of limitations in the context of the claims is neither anticipated 
nor suggested by the prior art of record.
